CHINA’S BOYCOTT 
If possible, unquestionably it would 
count ruinously against the mikado. 
It is a weapon which was. in fact, 
tellingly used by the Chinese against 
Japan shortly after the World war— 
not, of course, in international fash­ 
ion, but as a popularly wielded Chi­ 
nese thrust at the islanders. 
That is to say, China had no back­ 
et s, but, by the boycott method, it 
brought Japan temporarily to terms.

HAW IT’S DONE 
China's foreign 
buying is done 
through a group of brokers at its 
ports of entry—as is every country’s. 
In China, however, these brokers 
are a particularly compact group— 
a guild known in “pidgin” (or “busi­ 
ness”) English as “compradores”.

buy another cent's worth of products 
from Japan.

was scared. 
It wanted its “compra­ 
dores” to buy—but how’ compel a 
prospective buyer to buy? 
That time the mikado's campaign 
frazzled out.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 7 —A study of 
alcoholic consumption in relation to 
traffic fatalities showed more th an 
100 of the 217 persons killed in tra f­ 
fic in Cuyahoga county during the 
first eight m onths of this year were 
under the influence of alcohol, Cor­ 
oner Samuel R. Gerber reported to ­ 
day. 
His survey 
findings,

tests of body fluids, revealed also: 


That six out of every 10 pedes- 
1 in an victims, constituting 74 2 per 
cent of the total fatality list, show­ 
ed traces of intoxicants. 
That 50 per cent of automobile 
drivers and more than half of auto­ 
mobile passengers killed were simi­ 
larly under the effects of alcohol. 
Of the 169 men killed, 65 8 per 
cent were found to be under the 
influence of liquor at the time of 
accidents. 
Alcoholism was present 
in 21.7 per cent of the women vic­ 
tims.
